Scene ot Depot 


Aside from tho question of safety 


or efficient 
service, there Is another 


very good reason why a change Intho 
location and character of the present 
pasaonger depot would bo moat desira- 
ble. 
A glance at the accompanying 


picture will demonstrate to the casual 
observer that Eonie of the most un- 
Elshtly and poorly kept property in 
this city fcurrounds the Northern de 
pot. The district Is a busy and gener 
ally thriving one, but it affords a. most 
disappointing and misleading view of. 
the character of tho city to one com- 
ing here for the first timo or pass- 
Ing through, There are glaring bill- 
boards and hideous signs In abundance 
and on all sides a collection of ram- 
shackle buildings that are In the last 
stages of dilapidation. There Is every 
Indication of gross neglect and Indus- 
trial stagnation: the present depot and 
itn ungainly 
surroundings 
offer 
as 


poor an impression of this city as one 
coulu Imagine. 
A change could not 


very well he for the worse in this 
respect, and there is every reason 
to believe that it would bo much for 
the better.
